" 1 You have arms in your hands, placed 
there for the purpose of exterminating an 
enemy unless he submits to law, order, and 
the Constitution.

The Louisville Democrat condemned the 
speech in a very emphatic manner, when the 
Common wealth stepped forward in a still 
more emphatic indorsements' Col. Cochrane' s 
bloody policy, as will appear in the subjoined 
extract from an article on that subject: 
IFrom tho Frankfort Commonwealth, Nov. IPth.] 
Confiscation of thf. Slaves ok Rebels. 
The Louisville Democrat is horrified ul>out 
a recent speech of John Cochrane, of New 
York, in which he favored the confiscation of 
the slaves of rebels and the policy of em- 
ploying them against the armies of Jeff. 
Davis. 

The policy indicated by Mr. Cochrane isex- 
actly right, "and in accord'ance with the usages 
of civilized warfare. Wc h<>pe to see it 
adopted by the Government. It should have 
been at first. Had it been, many lives of 
loval citizens would have been saved that 
■wire lost through the wishy-washy andanom- 
olua conduct of tho Government toward 
traitors in arms. Since tho commencement 
of this most unnatural war. it has been safer 
to bd a rebel than to be loyal to the Govern- 
ment. The extreme punishment of treason 
has thus far been an " oath of allegiance, " 
which a rebel will take with as much santj 
froid as he would a gin cocktail. If a loval 
"man falls into the hands of traitors, his life 
pays the forfeit. The rebels are daily con- 
fiscating the property of Union men, and 
burning and otherwise destroying what they 
cannot make use of. Yet tho Democrat 
would seem to desire the Government to pro- 
tect the property of these destroyers, and thus 
prolong tho struggle, while its own adherents 
must pay the expenses of tho war which 
has been* forced upon them, and suffer, un- 
avenced, the depredations of an organized 
banditti.

Tho Confederate Navy. 

The New York Herald has intelligence 
from Havana, that the Confederates intend 
going into the privateering business in the 
future far more extensively than they have 
hitherto done. Their "navy " consists of 30 
steamers, 16 schooners, 2 brigs, and 1 vessel 
classed as uncertain. In addition, they have 
12 large stoamers which might easily be adapt- 
ed for warlike purposes, and 22 vessels which 
they are now using as transports. Their 
force of naval officers embraces 9 captains, 25 
commanders, 24 lieutenants, 6 midshipmen, 7 
surgeons, 3 paymasters, 1 chief engineer, 1 
first assistant engineer, 2 navy agents, 1 col- 
onel of marines, 1 lieutenant-colonel do., 1 
major do., 2 captains and 3 second lieutenants 
do., making a total of 87 officers. 



A Downhill Kick. — The desertion of 
Gen. Fremont by tho Hon. Mr. Gurley has 
been the subject of considerable censure and 
astonishment by some of his constituents. 
Mr. Gurley was one of the "Pathfinder's" staff, 
and rejoiced to bo considered in his confi- 
dence.

If they but will it, and will signify 
their wish through the usual channel, Com- 
mon Sensowill freely unrobe himself for their 
gratification in the " merry twinkling of an 
eye," with the prompt and easy politeness of 
one whose serenity, not even the virulent flat- 
tory of their Hnospeoches can ruffle, and whose 
earnest purpose to stand by the truth and tho 
right, not even the generous charity of their 
suggestion of a cell in Fort Lafayette, can for 
a moment disturb. So slight a civility would 
bo only too poor an acknowledgment for 
condescension and honor, such as he has re- 
ceived at their hands. We trust thatthc Jour- 
nal is satisfied. The Journal charges Common 
Sense with calumniating the statesmen of the 
Commonwealth, ami, at the same time, "burn- 
ing incense under the noses of its Generals, " 
and rather intimates that in the last respect 
he was influenced by an unworthy fear of the 
military power. 

In regard to tho alleged calumny upon the 
statesmen of Kentucky, we willingly leave 
the decision of that question to the indignant 
judgment, and certain, if tardy, justice of an 
outraged people, whoso generous confidence 
their guilty deception has betrayed, and whose 
happy security their wicked perfidy has un- 
done. If they are calumniated, their own 
baso and wicked machinations against the 
honor of a once illustrious Commonwealth, 
and the peace and happiness of an innocent 
and credulous people, has dono it, not Com- 
mon Sense. He but gave to the light plain 
facts, which their own guilty conduct sup- 
plied. When the statesmen of the Common- 
wealth shall cease to be false to their solemn 
pledges, they will no longer ho calumniated 
by truth ; and when they have restored the 
peace, honor, and happiness of a great State, 
they will, perhaps, cease to be followed by the 
awful curses and stern vengeance of a betray- 
ed and ruined people.

More- 
head, and Durrett, and Barr, were arrested 
almost within sound of the Capitol whero 
they sat, without warrant, and carried beyond 
tho State without trial, to be immured in the 
dungeons of a distant prison, while they were 
almost in tho very act of passing their boasted 
resolutions; and yet, the "calumniated states- 
men " of the Commonwealth, sat disgrace- 
fully mute under that signal insult to their 
own dignity, that cruel outrage upon the safe- 
guards of all personal freedom, that burning 
stain upon the fair fame of the State.

Depredations of our Troops. 

It is one of the chief marks of rebel char- 
acter that they are given to unlimited plunder- 
ing. I regret to hear that on this visit our 
troops have outdone even tho rebels in their 
rapacity. I have observed in my last that 
along the road from Tipton the residents com- 
plained bitterly of the robbery by our forces. 
Tho road is Utterly strewed with feathers 
from poultry, which may have been paid for, 
but the presumption is against it. Clothing 
and eatables are commonly taken. It is 
doubtful, even, whether of the contents of the 
6torcs seized at Warsaw, all were accountod 
for in the books of the Quartermaster. 

Since our arrival at Springfield tho most 
atrocious robberies have been committed, and, 
what is worse, there has been no discrimina- 
tion between friend and foe. For instance, 
the residence of Hon. J. S. Phelps, who is 
now in command of a regiment at Rolla, was 
visited while his lady was absent, and her 
silver-ware, jewelry, including mementoes, 
family relics, and presents from valued 
friends, abstracted by a group of soldiers, in- 
cluding an ordorly sergeant. Not content 
with this nefarious piece of business, they seiz- 
ed upon the wheat necessary for the support 
of her family, all tho apples from tho cellar, 
the hay from the stable, and to crown all, 
the only team and wagon sho possessed. 

All these, be it remembered, are things 
spared to her by the secessionists, who bore no 
good will toward her, for her attention to tho 
lamented Lyon. These soldiers, I regret to 
sav, belong to Sigel's division. Another case 
of' injustice is that of Mr. Fulbright, a well 
known resident of this town, and although a 
sympathizer with secession, has taken no part 
in the strife, but has kindly nursed our 
wounded men, and at this moment has one of 
tho wounded Body Guard under hrs caro. 
His hogs, horses, corn, hay, fence rails, nre 
taken without his knowlodge or consent, and, 
of course, ho can get no voucher or pay for 
them. 

Three thousand dollars will not cover his 
losses. His aged mother has been stripped of 
every necessary of life, and is left an object 
of charity, by the pillaging of our soldiers. 
In point "of plain fact there is hardly anything 
in the place, which tho soldiers will not take. 
A vast number of negroes havo been collect- 
ed by one means or other on tho road, giving 
far too much force to the aspersions of our 
enemies, that this is to be a crusado against 
the institution of slavery.

Washington, Nov. 20. 
The Xegro Quetion — The Cabinet Divided in 
Sentiment. 

At a supper given to George D. Prentice 
bv Col. Forney last night, Secretary Cameron 
reiterated his opinion that, as a last resort, 
we ought to arm every man who desires to 
strike for human liberty. Secretary Smith 
protested that the Administration contem- 
plated no such policy. Slaves escaping from 
rebels might bo received us they had been 
hitherto — within lines of the army ; but it 
was not intended to arm them. If twenty 
million of freemen could not, single-handed, 
subdue this rebellion, it would bo a disgrace 
to them, and they ought to give up the con- 
test. Robert J. Walker and Senator Mc- 
Dougal followed in the same strain. Mr. 
Prentice was much embarrassed by the dis- 
cussion, which forms the, principal topic of 
conversation to-day, tho same difference of 
opinion obtaining elsewhere as at Forney s. 

B«oPi,We are still without any official reports 

of Gen. Nelson's victory near Pikeville, on 
Friday and Saturday of last week. We havo, 
however, obtained the 1 following list of killed 
and wounded on our side, which we beliove to 
be correct, viz: in Col. Marshall's regiment, 
company A, Capt. Gault, the killed were Ed- 
ward Hall, Wm. Prather, Peter Bentz, and 
John McCarty— 10 of this company were 
wounded. In company B, Capt. J. F. Lewman, 
Wm. Uartly was killed, and Jos. Bailey, Lewis 
Browning, undoneother, whoso name wecould 
not learn, were slightly wounded. Capt. 
Lewman himself had his canteen strap cutoff 
by a ball which passed through his coat sleeve. 
In company O, Reuben Dennis was killed. 

One of the rebels killed was Dr. Parish, of 
Owingsville. Senator H. M. Rust, of Green- 
up county, a Capt. of the rebel army, was 
mortally wounded, andhas since died.

Ho assumes 
that there can be no question between his 
Government and ours, lor the reason that the 
United States must yield the point in the con- 
troversy, and will disavow the act of Captain 
AVilkes, and must return Mason and Slidell 
to tho bosom of the only power whieh seems 
heartily to desire the dismemberment of this 
Republic. 

Edward Everett, Edward M. Stanton, and 
Reverdy Johnson, have expressed the opinion 
that our right to take and keep Mason and 
Slidell is unquestionable. 

A complimentary dinner was given this 
evening to Geo. D. Prentice, at the residence 
of Col. Forney. Secretary Cameron made a 
few remarks. 

[Herald's Special.] 

A strong effort is making here, by promi- 
nent KentuckialU, to procure an exchange of 
Hon. Charles S. Morehead. of Kentucky, 
now confined nt Fort Warren, for Charles 
Anderson, of Texas, a brother of Brigadier- 
General Robert Anderson, who was seized and 
imprisoned by tho rebels for his adherence to 
the Union. 

Within the last few days, immense trains 
of loaded army wagons, ambulances, and 
artillery carriages have been going to Vir- 
ginia. 

Without waiting to ascertain how far the 
act of Captain Wilkes is justified by the 
acknowledged established principles of inter- 
national law, some of the Ministers from 
foieigh ports have allowed themselves to 
be betrayed into expressions exhibiting in- 
finitely more passion and prejudice than 
judgment and diplomatic intelligence. Tho 
representative of one power has openly de- 
clared that, if Mason and Slidell had been 
taken from a Spanish ship, he would have 
immediately demanded his passports. 

Lord Lyons is said to have assumed a 
menacing tone, nnd to havo declared that the 
prisoners must be given Bp and ample repara- 
tion made for the offense offered to tho digni- 
ty of the British crown. Nothing of tho 
kind has been officially intimated, but in ordi- 
nary intercourse these expressions of disap- 
probation and hostility have been unguard- 
edly made. 

Paiiucah, Ky., Nov 20. 

The gun-boat Conostoga, while on an ex- 
ploring expedition up the Tennessee river to- 
day, discovered a rebel battery near the Tcn- 
nesseeline. Shethrcw one shell which routed 
the rebels. When still further up, another bat- 
tery was discovered and engaged. The rebels 
were again routed with a number killed. The 
Conestoga was but slightly damaged in the 
encounter. She returned to-day. 

Rolla, Mo., Nov. 21. 

Advices from the southwest are to the effect 
that Price had abandoned his position nt 
Cassville, and is moving towards hisold camp 
nt Neosho. About 4,000 of his army, under 
General Harris, wore on the Kansas line, di- 
rectly west of Carthage, with the evident in- 
tention of entering that Stato and ravaging 
its southern counties. Gen. Harris's force 
was principally cavalry and Indians. Gen. 
Lane was in that vicinity with about 3,000 
infantry, and it is not improbable that an en- 
gagement will take placo between his and 
Gen. Harris' forces. I 

It is reported that there is a camp of six 
hundred Cherokee Indians in McGhee county, 
Kansas. 

Tho rebel State Legislature, in session at 
Neosho, had passed an ordinance of secession, 
united the State with the Southern Confeder- 
acy, and elected Gen. Rains one of the Sena- 
tors to the Confederate Congress. It was 
thought that Gen. Parsons would be tho other 
Senator. It was said that Gen. Frost, of Camp 
Jackson notoriety, would take command of 
Gen. Rains' division of the rebal army. 

New York, Nov. 21. 

A letter from Hatteras Inlet of the 18th 
says : 

We learn that North Carolina, by a con- 
vention of delegates representing 45 counties, 
has declared a Provisional Government, and 
has entirely repudiated the secession act of the 
State, reaffirming her loyalty and devotion to 
the Constitution of the United States. The I 
Convention met nt Hatteras on Monday last. 
The act passed contained several sections, the 
substance of which is as follows: 

The 1st declares vacant all the offices of the 
State. 

The 2 1 names Marble Nash Taylor, Provi- 
sional Governor. 

The 3d adopts tho Constitution of tho State 
with the statutes and laws contained in the 
revised code of 1851. 

The 4th repudiates the ordinance of seces- 
sion passed at Raleigh on the 20th of May, 
together with all other acts then adopted. 

The 5th directs the Provisional Governor 
to order a special election for members of 
Qongress. 

' The 0th gives to the Governor authority to 
make temporary appointments to official va- 
cancies. 

Tho Convention then adjourned, subject to 
the call of the President. 

Gov. Taylor has issued his proclamation for 
an election in the Second Congressional Dis- 
trict, which will be held on Wednesday, the 
27th. 

A smart engagement took place at Hatteras 
Inlet on the 16th between the coast survey 
steamer Corwin, and the rebel steamer Cur- 
lew. The latter vessel apparently got the 
worst of the contest, and retreated after re- 
ceiving shot and a telling fire from the for- 
mer.

Secessionists in Paris. 

Tho following extract of a private letter 
from an Amercan in Paris, which we find in 
in the Boston Transcript, confirms the state- 
ment recently made by our Dresden corres- 
pondent concerning the numbers of the seces- 
sionists abroad : 

"At the Cafe Veron, on the Boulevard be- 
tween 12 and 2 o'clock, may be seen, every 
day, a knot of drinkers, smokers and chewcrs 
of the weed, who evidently are not Gallic, 
nor Saxon, nor Scandinavian, but, as it were, 
a cross of all, with a certain dash of originali- 
ty, which, if it docs not inspire respect, at 
least induces prudence. If, then, you insidu- 
ously call for a 'Bavaroise, 1 and place your- 
self nt a table near by, you will bo rowarded 
by hearing the statement of many startling 
but undeniable 'facts, ' and by the develop- 
ment of many most astounding theories in 
diplomacy and military tactics; and you 
leave your post of observation convinced (of 
course) that the South is 'all right,' the 
North ' nil wrong. ' I need not ndd that this 
group is composed of secessionists, who, by 
their statements and ferocious expressions, 
quite bewilder any poor Frenchman who, a 
little proud of his Fnglish, ventures within 
this redoubtable circle. The more intelligent 
ask for results — they ask why we allow our 
capital to bo invested? our detachments out- 
numbered? our Generals out-maneuvered? 
All wo can reply is, patience, patience, gentle- 
men ; Gen. McClellan will soon develop his 
plans and his forces. Thus far, however, we are 
fed on hope deferred, and we can but acknowl- 
edge we aro surprised by the resources, both 
in men and means, which tho South has shown 
to the world."

The Battle of Port Eoyal— Southern Account of 
th« Affair. 

The battle of Fort Royal will be remem- 
bered as one of tho best fought and bes-t con- 
ducted battles which have signalized the war 
which we arc engaged. If Gen. Ripley 
1 been appointed ji General in command 
months sooner, everything would have 
in a better state of preparation. But 
these two previous months were wasted in do- 
ing nothing for our defense. Within the 
time left to him, Gen. Ripley did all that un- 
tiring enersrv and skill could accomplish to 
put our coast n a state of preparation. The 
two islai Us of Hilton Head and Bay Point, 
with their extreme limits, constitute the two 
points which guard the entrance to Port Royal 
•iSound, about three miles in width. On these 
two points two lorts were erected — Fort 
Walker on Hilton Head, and Port Beaure- 
gard on Bay Point. The time we possessed 
enabled us to make them only earthworks, 
without any protection from shells or bombs. 

The Island of Hilton Head MM commanded 
by Gen. Drayton. Tho officers immediately 
superintending the artillery and conducting 
the fires of Fort Walker, were Col. Wagoner, 
Major Arthur Hugar, and Capt. Yates of the 
regular service, especially detailed by Gen. 
Ripley to aid in directing the artillery. Gen. 
Dunovant commanded at Fort Beauregard, 
but he generously allowed Capt. Elliott of the 
Beaufort Artillery, to direct and conduct the 
batteries of tho fo'rt. Tho day was beautiful 
— calm and clear, with scarcely a cloud in 
the heavens — just such a day as our invaders 
would havo ordained, if they could, to curry 
on their operations. 

The day of the Battle. 
Thursday dawned gloriously upon our 
wearied hut undaunted gunners, and all 
felt that the day of trial had at last arrived. 
Scarcely had breakfast been dispatched, when 
the hostile fleet was observed in commotion. 
The great war steamers formed rapidly in 
single file, and within supporting distance of 
oach other, the frigate Wabash, the flag-ship 
of Com. Dupont, in the van. As the long 
~st formidable looking vessels, thirteen 
'number, most of them powerful propellers, 
"with a few sailing men-of-war in tow, swept 
rapidly and majestically in, with ports open 
and bristling with guns of the heaviest caliber, 
the sight was grand and imposing. This was 
at 81 o'clock. Until the Minnesota came 
within the range of and directly opposite our 
batteries on Hilton Head, all was still. Sud- 
denly tho fifteen heavy guns of Fort Walker, 
which had been aimed directly at the huge 
frigate, belched forth their simultaneous fire, 
and the action was bognn. 

Almost immediately afterward, tho batter- 
ies of Fort Beauregard, on tho other side of 
the entrance, also opened their fire. The ene- 
my at first did not reply. But, as the second 
steamer came opposite to Fort Walker, the hul Is 
of the first three were suddenly wrapped in 
-smoke, and the shot and shell of three tre- 
mendous broadsides, making, in all, seventy- 
five guns, came crashing against our works. 

From this moment the bombardment was 
incessant and terrific; one by one the propel- 
lers bore down upon our forts, delivered their 
fire as they passed, until nine had gained the 
interior of tho harbor, beyond the range of 
our guns. The Minnesota, still followed by 
the others, then turned round and steamed 
slowly out, giving a broadside to Fort Beau- 
regard as she repassed. Then the battle was 
continued, the enemy's vessels sailing in an 
elliptical course, pouring one broadside into 
Bay Point, and then sweeping around to de- 
liver the other against Hilton Head. This 
furious fire from 400 guns, many of them tho 
11-inch Dahlgrcn pattern, and some even 13- 
inch bore (for a sabot of that diameter was 
found in Fort Heauregard,) was maintained 
incessantly, and tho roar of the cannonado 
seemed continuous. 

Meanwhile our garrisons wero making a 
gallant defense. They kept up a vigorous 
and well directed fire against their assailants, 
and, notwithstanding that their best _gun 
was dismounted at the beginning of the ac- 
tion, they succeeded in setting fire to several 
of the ships. Whenever this happened, how- 
ever, the enemy would haul off and soon ex- 
tingui-h the names. Tho effect of our guns 
was, in many instances, plainly visible from 
the foits. Although the sides ef tho Min- 
nesota are of massive strength, several of her 
ports were knocked into one. Nor was she 
the only vessel upon which this evidence of 
the power of our lire could bo seen. Many 
of tho other steamers were likewise badly- 
hulled. 

After some time spent in sailing round and 
delivering their broadsides in rotation, in the 
manner we have described, the enemy's steam- 
ships adopted another and more successful at- 
tack. One of them took a position inside the 
harbor so as to enfilade the batteries of Fort 
Walker, while several opened a simultaneous 
enfilading lire from the outside. Besides this 
terrific cross-fire, two of the largost steamers 
maintained the fire in front of tho fort. Thus 
three furious converging streams of shot and 
shell were rained amongst the brave little gar- 
rison for liours. The vessels came up within 
a half mile of tho shore, but nearly all our 
guns had, by this time, been dismounted, and 
were no longer able to reply with serious ef- 
":ct. 

--^3oon after 11 o'clock, the batteries of Bay 
PWM. were silenced. 'I'll'- Bre of Port W ilk- 
er, as fur as the guns that remained were con- 
cerned, was not a whit slackened until one 
o clock. By that time the dreadful condition 
of tho fort became too apparent to be disre- 
garded longer. The guns lay in every direc- 
tion, dismantled and useless; tho defenses 
were terribly shattered ; the dead and dying 
wero to be seen on every side, and still the 
iron hail poured pitilessly in. 

Fort Walker Abandoned. 
In this strait it was determined to abandon 
the fort. A long waste, about a mile in ex- 
tent, and commanded by the enemy's guns, 
intervened between the garrison and the 
woods. Across this they wero ordered to run 
for their lives, each man for himself, the ob- 
ject being to scatter them as much as possible, 
so as not to afford a target for the rifled guns 
of tho fleet. The preparations for running 
this perilous gauntlet were soon made. Knap- 
sacks were abandoned, but the men retained 
their muskets. Kach of the wounded was 
placed in a blanket and carried off by four 
men. The safety of tho living precluded the 
idea of removing tho dead. And thus the ml- 
lant little band quitted the scene of their 
glory, and scampered off, each one as best he 
could, toward the woods. The retreat was 
covered by a small detachment who remained 
in the fort for an hour after their comrades 
left. Among those who remained wero Capt. 
Harms, with six men; Lieut. Milchers, with 
four men; and Lieut. Bischoff, with four men. 
These worked three guns until about 2 o'clock, 
when they also quitted the post. 

The abandonment of Fort Beauregard was 
equally a necessity. The garrison were ex- 
hausted, and in momentary danger of being 
cut off. When Colonel Dunavant ordered a 
retreat, tears of mortification and indignation 
filled the eyes of Capt. Elliott at tho sad ne- 
cessity. The retreat was admirablyconducted, 
and rendered entirely successful by the pru- 
dent energy of Capt. Hanekel, one of General 
Ripley's Aids, who had got together some 
twelve flats at Station Creek, by which the 
>p» passed safely over to St. Helena Island, 
n there they passed to Beaufort Island, 
and reached tho train at Pocotaligo without 
tho loss or injury of a man. In this fort none 
were killed, and but five were wounded, and 
two of these were wounded by negligence in 
loading a cannon, by whicn hot shot was driv- 
en on the powder without the wet wad pre- 



Evacuation of Bird Point. 
The rest of the story is briefly told. Late 
on Thursday night the garrison of Fort 
| Walker had collected at the landing, in the 
hope of being able to reach Bluffton by water. 
Luckily, several small Confederate steamers 
wore within hail. But here a ludicrous mis- 
take occurred. The retreating troops imag- 
ined the little steamers to bo Yankee gun- 
boats; while the crews of the steamers were 
convinced that the troops were a body of dis- 
embarked Yankees. Acting upon this double 
delusion, a deal of mutual rcconnoitering was 
made, and it was only after a vast variety of 
strategic approaches that they reached the 
conclusion that it was "all right." A quick 
trip to Bluffton followed. Thence the regi- 
ment marched to Hardeeville, 17 miles dis- 
tant. The road along which they dragged 
their exhausted frames was filled with a het- 
erogeneous throng of fugitives of all condi- 
tions, carriages, carts, and conveyances of 
every description that could, by any possibil- 
ity, be pressed into service. The spectacle 
was a sad one. 

Thus ended the defense of Port Royal. Tho 
mortification of the disaster is lessened by the 
consciousness that our troops dc.-erved suc- 
cess. 

What injury we did to the enemy we do 
not know. Our firing was, of course, less effi- 
cient than theirs. Our troops were volun- 
teers — theirs were picked artillerists; yet it is 
very remarkable how few were killed or 
wounded among our troops. This battle, in 
this respect, was very much like the battle of 
Fort Sumter. How so many cannon could 
have been dismounted and rendered useless, 
and yet so few of those who worked them in- 
jured, seems very marvelous. Our troops did 
their duty faithfully and bravely, and fought 
until to iight longer would have been sheer 
folly. Though encountering immense odds, 
no signs of cowardice marked their conduct. 
Officers and soldiers exemplified the ancient 
character of the State, and deservo our pro- 
found gratitude and admiration. 



Missouri Outrages — Lane and his Command. 

A correspondent of the New York Times 
has the following notice of "Jim Lane" and 
his followers : 

A journey of eight miles brought us to a 
little town named Hermanville, on the road 
leading from Osceola to the Overland Road. 
Wo drove up in front of a white house of 
medium respectability, when the noise of our 
carriage brought to the door a gentleman of 
middle age, in his stocking feet and wrapped 
in a gray military overcoat. 

"Gen. Lane, Mr. Blank," said Gen. Sturgis, 
and ip a moment thereafter I was shaking 
hands heartily with Gen. Jim Lane, than 
whom a more noted, more feared, more hated, 
more talked of, man does not exist in Missouri 
or any other State. In two minutes after the 
two Generals were in hot discussion — Sturgis 
claiming that the true policy of the Govern 
ment is to make itself felt as to its foes, con- 
ciliate the wavering and reward its friends; 
in general, not to steal indiscriminately. In 
the main, this was agreed to by Gen. Lane, 
but with a smooth sophistry he combatted 
the other's arguments, while he seemingly 
agreed with him, and alludajl, with a humor- 
ous twinkle in his eye and a pleasant laugh 
at the fun of the thing, to reminiscences of 
negroes stolen, houses burned, citizens rob- 
bed, and prisoners shot, after being compelled 
to dig their own graves. He asserted that he 
had forbidden, under penalty of death, steal- 
ing on the part of his troops. 

•'Yes, exactly, but didn't your men steal 
SS,000 from Mrs. Vaughn at Osceola?" queried 
Gen. Sturgis ; and didn't they take even the 
clothes of old Stringer's grandchild?" 

Gen. Lane's eyes twinkled with fun as 
these interesting memorials were called to his 
mind, and with a "I grant vou my fellows 
have done some wrongs," and a laugh of in- 
finite gU6to, he changed the subject and smil- 
ingly proceeded to discuss another purt of the 
matter in question. 

Lane is a man of some fifty yearsof age, of I 
medium hight, and at first sight rather unpro- ■ 
possessing. His figuro is slight, his head wide 
at tho top and narrowing down to the jaw, 
like an inverted pyramid; his brow wide and ! 
high ; his eyes small, black, and overhung by j 
clifflike eye-brows; his mouth sensual, and, | 
combined with a gleam of fun in his eyes, has 
an expression of great good humor and en- 
joyment that wins one irresistibly to the con- 
clusion that he is the best fellow in the world. 
His hair is thin, slightly tinged with gray, 
and shoved away from his head in every di- 
rection, as if he had just come in from run- 
ning bareheaded against n strong wind. In 
conversation he is really full of n rollicking 
sort of humor; and, in short, in his whole 
style of conversation, his looks, &c, remind- 
ed mo of some Joe Bagstock Nero fiddling 
and laughing over the burning of some Mis- 
sourian Rome. 

After a short conversation I left him, arm- 
ed with the following document: 

"Col. Montgomery: Receive Mr. , re- 
porter of the New York Times, kindly. 

"LANE." 

Proceeding a short distance below the town, 
I came upon Lane's encampment, and after a 
little succeeded in getting speech with a man 
in citizen's dress, with a black Kossuth hat, 
fastened up at one side with a red, white, 
and blue rosette, as Col. Montgomery. I pre- 
sented my credentials, shook an emaciated 
hahd, which he cordially extended, and then 
dropped dowii on a pile of tents to have a 
chat. It was a long time ere I could catch 
his eye; he constantly moved around so as to 
present only his profile, while I as persistent- 
ly followed. At length some remark intro- 
duced the question of slavery, and the instant 
afterapair of cavernous dark eyes wereturned 
full upon me as he waxed eloquent upon the 
emancipation of the negro and his hope of 
a millennium at hand, in which they would 
gain a political and social equality with the 
white man. He is a medium sized man, dark 
complexion, black whiskers and mustache, a 
tolerably full, white forehead, and an indes- 
cribable pair of black eyes, which now wan- 
der furtively to the ground, and the next mo- 
ment arc turned full upon you, their depths 
all ablaze with enthusiasm. Ho is very thin, 
coughs incessantly, and, as I believe, has but 
a short time left in which to arrange his 
earthly affairs. 

Our conversation lasted until the gathering 
shadows reminded me that it was late, and 
then I left. He gave me his views at length 
upon the war. 1 will give only one of his 
remarks. 

"If our boys thought that this war had any 
other object than to give freedom to the 
slaves, they would every one go home to-mor- 
row." 

He informed me that he was a clergyman 
of Christian, and not of the Methodist, per- 
suasions, as is frequently said of him, and 
then, with a shake of his cold, wasted hand, 
and with the fire of enthusiasm fast dying 
out in his melancholy eyes, I left him. 

Proceeding a few hundred yards below 
Lane's encampment, I came upon another of 
a different character. Hugo fires blazed up, 
throwing great flashes of light upon the 
brown autumn woods, and making a play- 
ground for fantastic shadows across the prairie 
and the woodland, around which lay in su- 
preme indolence, or sat, conjfortably inhal- 
ing the fragrant weed, a motley crowd of 
aborigines. I soon had the honor of taking 
by the hand a copper-colored gentleman, who, 
stretched upon his right side before tho gen- 
ial Are, was inhaling tobacco smoke 
through the handle of his tomahawk, and 
who rejoiced in the expressive title ofWa-ne- 
pagh-kugh. He replied to my "Good morn- 
ing, Sir; glad and happy to make your ac- 
quaintance!" with a guttural "Ugh,' and tho 
Indian salutation "How." 

After addressing a few remarks to him, to 



which he listened with profound attention. I 
found that he did not know a word of En- 
glish, and turned my attention to other braves. 
1 next had the honor of an introduction to a 
gentleman in ministerial black, with a tall 
"plug hat," from which towered upward a 
dozen peacock and goose feathers, who, I was 
informed, was John Connors, head chief of 
the Delaware?. Mr. Conners indulged in a 
slight knowledge of English, and after the 
usual commonplaces, I left him and was pre- 
sented to a little, good-looking young fellow 
in citizen's dress, who, I was informed, was 
John Johnnycake, interpreter of the Dela- 
ware braves. John Johnnycake, Esq., I found 
to be a younggentleman of great intelligence 
and modesty, and who spoke most excellent- 
ly both English and French, and I suppose 
also the Delaware vernacular. 

Ho informed me that Wa-ne-pagh-kugh 
was war-chief of the Delaware*; that there 
were.">4 of his tribe in the field; that they were 
armed with tomahawks, scalping-knives, and 
rifles; that their principal business was scout- 
ing; and that almost all of the crowd had 
good horses, and had accompanied General 
Fremont once before in some of his expedi- 
tions across the plains and over the mountains. 
Mr. Johnnycake (whose Indian name I did 
not learn)stated that a much larger force from 
his tribe would soon take the field, and also 
delegations from various other Indian tribes 
in Kansas would soon unito their arms and 
lives with the Union cause. 

I found all through AVcstern Missouri a 
deadly terror entertained toward Lane and 
Montgomery, and possibly for good reason. 
Day before yesterday, Lane sent back to Kan- 
sas 100 negroes, and this morning, as his train 
passed, I counted 10'J more of these ebony 
chattels. Everywhere that he had been, he 
carried the knife and torch with him, and 
has left a track marked with charred ruins 
and blood. An old man told me his story — 
told it with composure, while he said that 
wiey had taken his horses, mules, grain, his 
wife's dresses, and then_ fired the log shanty 
that afforded his gray hairs shelter from the 
pelting rain and the nipping frosts. He told 
all this in detail with a firm voice, but when 
he added: "They even stole the clothes of my 
little dead grandson; " his lip trembled convuls- 
ively a moment, and then the hot tears gushed 
from his eyes and found ready channels down 
his time furrowed cheeks. 

At Osceola was a family named Vaughn — 
a man and his wife — wealthy, young, educa- 
ted, refined, respectable. Vaughn took up 
arms for the South, received a commission as 
Captain, but gave himself up to Lane and 
was released on parole. When Lane passed 
through Osceola, ho burned tho beauti- 
ful residence of Vaughn to the ground, 
then followed the family to a log house in 
the country where they had fled, and there, 
upon the information of a slave, dug up $8,- 
000, which they had buried, socked the house, 
taking seven silk dresses and all the valuables 
belonging to Mrs. Vaughn, and then left. 

I learned of a dozen other similar cases — to 
give which would be mere repetition.

' Tho Year of Jubilee. 

When this war broke out, the Chicago 
Tribune took the ground that its end would 
'be tho destruction of slavery in the United 
States; and we, from the first, have been open- 
ly and warmly in fuvor of helping on that 
destruction, that the end might be more 
specdly reached. In a word, we have been 
earnestly committed to Emancipation as a 
war measure — the instant and unconditional 
emancipation of the slaves of the rebels, and 
tho disenthral ment of the slaves of loyal 
men, upon conditions that would protect their 
owners from loss. This is the ground that 
we have occupied and defended. Alone 
among the large and influential journals of 
the country, wo put the ball in motion, and 
alone, save with occasional help from the 
weekly press, have kept it rolling. Of course 
we have been bitterly denounced. One little 
piddling newspaper in this city, all the brains 
in which were so long ago addled, that an 
idea could no more be hutched out of them 
than out of a keg of decayed oysters, recom- 
mended that we should bo sent to Fort La- 
fayette, to keep company with the French 
lady; but as that same sheet also recommend- 
ed that the fruits of tho peoples triumph 
over the imperious Slave Power should be 
turned into Dead Sen apples, before the inau- 
guration of Lincoln, we paid no attention to 
its impotent but malicious cackle, but, assist- 
ed by the old anti-slavery wheel-horses, kept 
on moulding and fashioning public opinion, 
preparing it with argument and entreaty to 
receive tho Gospel of Freedom which we 
knew that all men would begin to preach, and 
over which we saw they would grow so for- 
vid that a "Protracted Meeting would have 
to be held in every village to give old pro- 
slnvery sinners a chance to enter tho great 
Free Church of which we intend to make 
ourselves one of the Deacons. Men all over 
tho country who had not yet emancipated 
themselves from the bonds with which slavery 
had bound up the North, wrote to us saying 
that we were too fast and too radical ; but we 
knew that all such talk meant that we were to 
recommend carrying on tho war in a way to 
prevent anybody receiving harm in person 
or property, and we puid no attention to the 
ill-timed and absurd remonstrances. Other 
men stopped their papers, and, as has been 
the case half a dozen times before, a concerted 
effort was made to lessen our sails and coerce 
us into silence. But the Tribune, copying 
nobody, fearing nobody, asking nobody what to 
say or what to leave unsaid, acted upon its 
convictions, and persistently and unflinching- 
ly followed the course that it hud marked out; 
and while the other great journals of the 
country were timid and silent, we, all over 
the Blast and West, got the credit of striking 
straight at the OAUSK of the rebellion, and of 
being foremost, if not alone, in this direct bat- 
tle against the gigantic evil and wrong by 
which our country has been distructed and 
torn. 

With what satisfaction, then, we see our 
ground approochod and our idea adopted and 
approved by no less a personage than the 
Secretary of War, our readers can judge. 
Not the Secretary alone, who is a Republi- 
can, and as such expected to be advanced, but 
the leading minds of tho Democratic party 
have come to our aid. See the following, 
from our dispatches of yesterday morning: 

Washinoton, Nov. 13. — John Cochrane 
delivered an address to his regiment in the 
presence of Secretary Camoron and other 
distinguished persons, to-day. The most im- 
portant point in his argument was in relation 
to tho treatment of slaves during the present 
contest. He said we need to use every means 
in our power to subdue the rebellion. We 
should take their cotton and sell or burn it, 
as was best ; confiscate their property, and, 
when necessary, take their lives ; and as their 
slaves are used as an element against us, we 
shouldn't hesitato to take them, and if neces- 
sary, to place arms in their hands that they 
might assist in establishing the rights of com- 
mon humanity. This sentiment was received 
with unbounded enthusiasm. 

These sentiments, shared by Dan. S. Dick- 
inson, B. F. Butler, O. A. Brownson, and a 
host of others at the East, and Gov. Wright, 
of Indiana, M. H. Carpenter, of Wisconsin, 
and an immense majority of tho Douglas 
Democrats of the West, are bold, manly, just, 
necessary, patriotic, and comprehensive; and 
the country will tuko up, shure with them, 
and greatly intensify, the enthusiasm with 
which Colonel Cochrane's icgiment — gradu- 
ates of Democratic Tammany Hall — received 
bill WOlds. In response and indorsement, 
General Cameron, Secretary of War, who 
was on the ground, a listener to the preg- 
nant truths that the Colonel uttered, arose 
and said : 

" I approve of every sentiment uttered by 
vour noble commander. All the doctrines he 



has laid down I approve of, as if they were 
uttered in my own words. These are my 
sentiments and the sentiments which will 
eventually lead to victory. Tis no time to 
talk to these people, but meet them on their 
own terms und treat them us enemies, and 
punish them as our enemies, until they learn 
to behave themselves. Every means which 
God has placed in our hands we must use, un- 
til they are subdued. " 

Now, wo feel good; not alone because the 
sagacity and patriotism of the Tribune have 
been vindicated; but because we feel and 
know, that, in the answering throats of those 
brave soldiers, to the plain announcement of 
great truths, we hear the voice of God ; and 
that hereafter this war is to be no longer a 
velvet-fingered dalliance with slavery; but 
a struggle honoied by men and approved by 
Heaven. Now, let the cry go forth. Let the 
people catch up and multiply the shouts that 
Cochrane's men uttered, and' send them back 
to Wushington — an ocean of sound thut will 
drown the piping of cowards und compromis- 
ers. Let the watchword be 

"LIBERTY!" 
and six months will not elapse beforo peace 
will smile upon this land guiltless of the 
ownership of a slave I 1

The Colonics and the 
States, according to their growth nnd their 
independent rights, by separuto Colonial and 
State legislative action, adopted the common 
law of England, so far as it was or should be 
adapted to the independent Colonial or State 
institutions ! Neither the government of the 
Confederacy nor the government of the Uni- 
ted States adopted tho common law. The 
Constitution provided for common law pro- 
ceedings and common law rights, hut the pro- 
visions had reference to the existence of the 
common law as adopted by tho Stutes or terri- 
tories of the Union, and the Constitution has 
only undertaken to protect all rights within 
its jurisdiction, according to the constitutions 
and the laws of the several or the United 
States and territories! All rights of persons 
and of property in the citizens of the States 
have always been subjects of State sovereign- 
ty, of rightful, constitutional State sovereign- 
ty — to bo decided upon nnd protected, when 
necessary, by tho Federal Government! It 
has always been the duty of the Federal Gov- 
ernment to apply the Constitutional statutes 
and common laws of the several States or ter- 
ritories, to all questions within its jurisdiction, 
wherever the cause of action, the jurisdiction, 
and the remedies belong!

Tart Correspondence— The Secretary of State- 
Request to the State Governments — Spicy 
Reading — Governor Curtin's Reply to Mr. 
Seward. 

The followingis a copy of a communication 
received at the State Department from Gov- 
ernor Curtin in reply to Secretary Seward's 
Circular: 

Pennsylvania Executive Chamber, ■> 
Harrisbi ro, Nov. 2, 1861. / 

Hon. William H. Seward, Secretary of Stale, 
Washington, D. C: 

Sir: I received, a few days since, an en- 
velope, apparently from the Department of 
State at Washington, inclosing a slip from 
a newspaper, purporting to be a copy of a 
letter from you to the Governor of New 
York. This mode of communicating advice 
by the Government of tho United States to 
the State authorities is so unusual that 1 am, 
perhaps, not quite justified in assuming, as I 
do, thut the communication is authentic. 

I am glad to learn thut the prospect of a 
disturbance of our amicable relations with 
foreign countries is now less serious than it 
has been at any period during the course of 
the insurrection. The duty of taking precau- 
tions against such disturbance is appropriate 
to the Government of the United States, and 
as, when the prospect was more serious, it 
was not thought lit to invito to the subject 
the attention of Congress, which bad author- 
ity to make suitable provision, I do not un- 
derstand how the fact thut it is now loss 
serious can afford a reason for calling on 
individual States, which have no such author- 
ity. 

What Congress has done or omitted you of 
of course must know, but it seems strange 
that general appropriations for military pur- 
poses render lawful the expense of fortifying 
Washington. Cincinnati, St. Louis, and other 
pluces, und yet that the Government should 
falter under nn upprchension of want of au- 
thority when the question is of fortifying sea- 
board and lake ports. 

Tho regular session of the Legislature of 
Pennsylvania, as you may be aware, will not 
commence until more than a month after the 
next meeting of Congress. When you as- 
sure me that the prospect of disturbance is 
now less serious than it has been at any period 
since the insurrection began, 1 feel that your 
letter would not justify me in calling a special 
session, and without action by the Legisla- 
ture, I have less authority to act than the 
Executive of the United Stntes, sincethe sub- 
ject itself is within the scope of the General 
Government, and is not within that of n State 
Government. 

State Governments have rocently (in con- 
formity with the spirit of the constitutional 
provisions in regard to the militia) acted as 
ugents of the General Government, nnd in 
raising volunteers for the general defense, 
and in clothing, arming, equipping and sup- 
plying them; but, even in this matter, not, it 
is believed, beyond their own people and ter- 
ritory. 

Some of the points important for the mari- 
time defense of Pennsylvania are situuted in 
other States. It could not, of course, be ex- 
pected that the authorities of the Common- 
wealth should go into New Jersey or Delaware 
to erect fortifications. 

If they arc to be erected by the concurrent 
action of the several States immediately con- 
cerned, an ugreement among them would be 
necessary to determine what should be done, 
and what proportion of the expense of doing 
it should be borne by each. 

No such agreement could be lawfully made 
without the action of the several State Legis- 
latures, and the Constitution expressly pro- 
hibits its being made at all without the assont 
of Congress. 

To defray the expenses of the proposed for- 
tifications, the Stutes must, of course, resort to 
loans, 

The effect produced by tho competition of a 
principal with his own agents, bus already 
been illustrated by the embarrassments at- 
tending that system in the raising of volun- 
teers, and in the procuring of clothing and 
other supplies for them. 

To throw several of the States on the 
money market in direct competition with the 
large loans necessary to be made by tho Gen- 
eral Government, especially under the dis- 
couraging influence which the publication of 
your letter may have on public credit, is an 
experiment which must lead to embarrass- 
ments similar in kind, but probably even more 
injurious. 

It is not doubted that provision for reim- 
bursement would be made by law, for Con- 
gress, at its lust session, promptly passed nn 
act providing for the reimbursement of ex- 
penses incurred by the Stnte in raising, &c, 
volunteers for the defense of the United 
States. 

For that defense Pennsylvnnia hns, in pro- 
portion to her population, furnished a larger 
nnd more effective force, and at a greatly less 
expense, than any other State, and her people 
are now freely contributing their money to 
the loans of tho United States. 

Under theabove mentioned act of Congress, 
tbe Government of the United States, through 
its proper department, agreed to pay at once 
to the several States forty per cent, of their 
expenditures, as stated by their respective au- 
thorities: but this payment has thus far been 
withheld from Pennsylvania for the reasons 
as given, that she is so wealthy a State, and 
has expended so little money in proportion to 
the large material aid which she has furnish- 
ed, that she can wait till a more convenient 
season; in other words, that the economy of 
her Government, and tho liberality of her 
people, afford grounds for refusing to her the 
prompt though partial reimbursement which 
is made to other States, and which she would 
seem to have deserved not less but rather 
more than they. 

In regard to the final settlement of these 
accounts, I observe that a communication has 
already been received (backed by a certificate 
of a person holding a high official position at 
Washington) setting forth the necessity that 
the agent for settling them should possess an 
intimate knowledge of all the laws and prece- 
dents applicable to such cases to be found in 
tbe past history of the Government, and add- 
ing that this knowledge and proper consul- 
tations with the accounting officers »will be 
necessary toenuble him to udvisc as to the best 
mode of making up and proving theaccounts, 
many of which must otherwise be rejected by 
the accounting officers. 

These circumstances lead me to express the 
hope that the next provision by Congress for 
the reimbursement of the States may be so 
arranged that some faith may be reposed in 
the accounting departments of tho several 
States, and that (at least in cases where the 
amount claimed is so small in comparison 
with tho services rendered, and with what they 
would have cost the United States directly, as 
to exclude the possibility of extruvngance or 
prodigality) the actual expenditures made by 
the States may be refunded to them without 
the necessity of resettling and revouching 
the accounts under such formidable condi- 
tions. 

On the whole. I suggest that tho best mode 
of attaining the end which 3 011 propose, would 
be for the General Government itself to im- 
mediately undertake the fulfillment of its 
own duties in this regard, in which it will 
receive, if necessary, tbe prompt, earnest, and 
zealous aid of the Government and people 
of this Commonwealth. 

If, however, this course should not be as- 
sented to, then I have to say that Pennsylva- 
nia, in any way that may bo required, will 

five her Inst man and her last dollar to quell 
OOaeatio treason or drive back foreign inva- 
sion, and will leave to a more quiet season the 
discussion and decision of the various ques- 
tions that may arise from steps that have 
1 <en taken during the existing crisis. 



In case, therefore, theGenernl Government 
should persist in the plan which you suggest, 
I beg that the President will, us you propose, 
forthwith send proper ugents of that Govern- 
ment to Harrisburg, to confer with me on the 
position and character of the necessary forti- 
fications, so that no delay may occur in adopt- 
ing proper measures for their construction.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

AViikrkas, The following act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, Cordially approved by me on the '20th 
instant, is the law of the land. I think proper, 
in tho exercise of my executive duties, to 
make the same promptly known to the 
public, as I do hereby, and I do earnestly 
enjoin nil citizens and residents of tins 
State to be obedient to all the require- 
ments thereof, to the end that tho hu 
mano and noble purposes of tho Legisla- 
ture may be faithfully effected. Tho said act 
of tho General Assembly is as follows: 

Resolution* providing for the peace and quiet of 
the citizen* of /nis Coi/oitcfiiecalf A. 
WhivKKas, The people of Kentucky have, 
from the beginning, ardently desired and still 
cherish the hope that they may not he involv- 
ed in tho unnatural, prevailing civil strife 
that Kentucky is now, as she ever has been, 
willing, and reudy to interpose her friendily 
mediation in adjusting terms of peace and re- 
conciliation alike honorable nnd just to all; 
but us her wishes to mediate and restore har- 
mony may not avail at present, and it is de- 
sirable that the people in the meantime, 
should act in harmony, and bo at peace 
among themselves, so that if they shall be 
involved in war, they will as far as possible, 
relievo and palliate its calamities; therefore 
Resolved fry the General Assembly of the 
Conimonu eallh of Kentucky, That if collisions 
between hostile armies shall take place with- 
in our territory, that it is most earnestly re- 
commended to the people of Kentucky not 
to engage in said strife amongst themselves, 
on account of differences of political opinions; 
that it is the duty of the people to he obedi- 
ent to tho civil authorities, and respect in 
times of tear as well as peace, all the rights 
guaranteed to every citizen by tho Constitu- 
tion and laws of the land, that all good citi- 
zens however they may differ in political opin- 
ions, should unite in protecting each other in 
their rights, of life, liberty, nnd property, 
against all and every invasion thereof by un- 
lawful raids, mobs, marauding bands or other 
evil disposed persons, and aid the civil au- 
thorities in arresting all such persons and 
bringing them before the courts for trial. 

Resolved. That we, the Representatives of 
the present General Assembly hereby pledge 
ourselves to a strict observance of the forego- 
ing resolutions, and earnestly recommend a 
like observance by all tho people of the State 
of Kentucky."

, 4. That the forces to be raised and organ- 
ized, as provided lor by this act, shall, when 
mustered into service, be under the command of 
the General commanding the State forces in the 
field. 

I) 5. That the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and tire hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : Provided, That iio person shall be ac- 
cepted in this arm of the service unless his skill 
and capacity have been tested by the General in 
command, or such officer as he may detail^or 
that purpose : And provided alto. That such , 
aona shall receive five dollars per month of extra" 
pay 

§ G. That each horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per month, and 
in case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
be paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

T 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, 
w ho shall, when so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

y 8. That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, aud commis- 
sion the officers elected by the squadrons, bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the election 
of officers by any company, battalion, squadron, 
or regiment shall.be superintended and conduct- 
ed by any justice of the peace, or judge of the 
county court, who may be called on for that 
purpose ; and such justice orjudge shall certify 
to the Military Board the names of the officers 
elected, and for what office each is elected, aud 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to the Governor the names 
of the officers elected, and what ollice they have 
been respectively elected to till, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to such certificate. 

Y ' That the commanding General shall be 
entitled tj appoint and employ such staff officers, 
and witii such rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by tho 14th section of the 
3d article of the act, entitled "An act for the 
better organization of the Kentucky militia," ap- 
proved March 5, lb60 ; and he shall have the au- 
thority conferred on said Inspector General 
by the 10th, 11th, and 12tb sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act. 

*. 10. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organized into squadrons, battalions, regiments, 
brigades, and divisions, and have the same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade, and division, as are allowed in 
the army of the United States, and shall receive- 
the same pay and rations as nre allowed the troops 
of the United States of the same rank and grade.
